How the Indians Made nanos 


Thomas Conant, an old resident of 
Canada writes to the Toronto Globe:

At 
is time the Indians mai not have iron 
kettles for boiling the maple sap in. 
Then it became a curious question how 
they did manage to boil down the suc- 
gaa uice without a kettle to boil it 
in. tapped the trees with their 
3 and inserted a spile in the 
incision to conduct the sap from the tree 
to thoir vessel 3 heir spile was 
a piece of pine or cedar wood, 
ved on we A upper side for the sap to 

ow down. oubt this was 
extremely crude, still with all its erudi - 


ties they succeeded in producing a con- 
siderable quantity of sugar each spring. 
r buckets were made by taking a 


roll of birch bark, and sewing up the 
ends with deer sinews or roots. Thus 

the pot a vessel capable of holding a 
pailful, and no doubt the sap caught in 
such vessels was just as sweet as that 


which we now gather in our ht tin 
= at far greater expense and trou- 
le. Gathering the sap from the 


birchen poate it was carried by the 
original red man to the boiling place. 
At this boiling place was al cal- 
dron made of large sheets of birch bark. 
Beside the caldron a fire was built, and 
in this fire was placed a lot of stones. 
As soon as the stones became heated to 
a red heat they were dropped into the 
birchen caldron, previously filled with 
sap. By taking out the cooled stones
